LIABILITY ISSUE IS UP.

Rival Members of Recent Com- 
mission Battle for Vindica- 
tion; Golden Wins. 


Soctalists were defeated overwhelmingly 
yesterday at the annual election of officers 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor. Every 
one of six Socialist candidates in the contest 
was beaten. One of them, John Flora. of 
the Carpenters’ union, who was a candidate 
for reélection to the legislative committee, 
was “knifed "’ because of his opposition to 
the compensation feature of the plan of the 
employers’ liability commission. 

Delegate Flora was one of the labor mem- 
bers of the commission who refused to sign 

a report, thereby causing a disagreement. 
The defeat of Flora was attributed to a cam- 
paign carried on against him by George 
Golden of the Packing House Teamsters’ 
union, also a member of the Hability com- 
ae Golden favored the compensation 


12 s defeat is regarded as an indication 
that there exists a considerable division of 
opinion among the delegates over the ques- 
tion of employers’ Hability as advocated by 

nt John Fitspatrick and a combina- 
tion of liability and compensation as spon- 
sored by President Edwin R. Wright of the 
state federation. 


Change Two Officials. 


All the former executive officers were re- 

elected, except vice president and treasurer. 
The principal contests wefe over the office 
of vice president, treasurer, legislative com- 
mittee, executive board; and delegate to 
the American Federation of Labor conven- 
tion at St. Louis in November. For all of 
these offices Socialists, mostly from the 
Painters’ union, contested with the pure 
and simple trade unionists. 
It was one of the quietest elections in the 
history of the federation and a total of 388 
votes was cast, the largest since the federa- 
tion was organized. This is out of a mem- } 
bership of about 900 delegates. The polls 
were open from 10 a. m to 5 p. m. and the 
count was finished at 7 o'clock. 

A large number of women, members of 
the Women’s Trade Union league, exercised 
the right of suffrage and took an active 
part in the electioneering for favorite can- 
didates. The women were headed by Mrs. 
Raymond Robins, who cast her vote early 
in the day. Mrs. Robins was retlected to 
the’ executive board, receiving the highest 
vote of any of the successful candidates. 

For the office of vice president, a second 

election will be held, ae Arthur Mecracken 
of the Engineers’ union and Joseph Morton 
of the Firemen'’s union failed to receive a 
clear majority.

Dr. W. F. Milroy of the Bankers’ Reserve 
of Omaha, on the other hand, held that im- 
proper diet and overeating were the direct 
cause of the shifting of old age diseases back 
to comparatively young persons. Others 
traced the cause to the strain and stress of 
modern life. f

tality in people after the age of 40, it te a 
subject to which the life insurance companies 
are giving tion. , 

The Provident Savingp Life of New York 
already has inaugurated a ‘al service 
for its policy holders, furnishing a free exam- 
ination to any policy holder. A number have 
taken advantage of the opportunity. The 
company states that by thie method it has 
been able to discover incipient diseases or 
the commencement of a breakdown. Such 
policy holders were given expert advice as 
to how to prolong life. 

Some of the younger and newer life compa- 
nies have felt that their best risks were in the 
mall towns and country communities. This

grabbers and those who are licensed merely 
to get a rebate on euch business as they have, 
are licensed as duly authorized agents. 
The agents who make fire insura their 
sole or chief occupation have prote long 
and often against the habit of appointing any 
one an agent, regardless of his qualifications, 
who it iathought will be able to send in a few 
dollars in premiums. 
Oscar B. Ryon of Streator, III., attorney for 
the Illinois insurance department, in an ad- 
dress before the convention, laid special 
stress on this icense question. Hecontendes 
that it was unfair to the regular agents, who 
are depending on fire insurance for their live- 
Mhood, to fore this kind of competition on 
Mr. Ryonm believes if the companies 
wean commissions they should 


in their hands, 

The point was made in the convention that 
a serious injury is being inflicted on the pub- 
lic by folsting ignorant and incompetent 
agents om the people. Such agents are in- 
capable of rendering proper service to cus- 
pomers. When a loss comes the claimant 
finds to hia sorrow that he has not been fully 
covered in hie policy because the agent was 
ignorant of the proper way to write a policy.

With the campaign for raising the stand- 
ard of fire agents, there is algo a well de- 
fined movement among some of the life in- 
surance men te have the qualifications for 
agents 

In New York the law leaves with the in- 
surance department the liberty of regulat- 
ing life agents. The department, therefore, 
before a license is issued, has the applicant 
fill out a blank giving certain information | 
about himself and his work. If the depart- 
ment ie satisfied he is a legitimate agent 
or intends to pursue the occupation for a 
livelihood, he ie license if there is found 


In this way the New York. department 
has been able to clean out a mass of timber 
that has been a mill stone about the neck of 
life inevrance. M agents who wrote only 
@ small business or who were licensed to 
get a commission on thelr own insurance 
have been eliminated from the ranks,
